The 
candidates dare not refuse because 
they may lose the votes of the men 
connected with the organization and 
so they submit to this kind of a levy. 
Then there are the political strikers 
in every locality who claim to control 
u certain number of votes and say 
they must have money to “ keep them 
iu line.” 
If the bill which the senate 
passed becomes a law all candidates 
can say to the money seekers that they 
cannot comply with such requests be­ 
cause their expenditures are limited
